mittee on Public Lund?, a meafure 
which provides simply that the West 
shall reclaim itself; that the proceeds 
of the sale of public lands in that 
region shall be put into a special fund, 
to be called the "Arid-lands reclama- 
tion fond," giving the Secretary of the 
Interior the power to go on and con- 
struct storaga reservoirs and hydraulic 
works essential for the reclamation of 
the arid lande; that the fund itself 
shall be the limit of hia operations. 
He can make no contract except when 
the money ia actually in the fund. 


That for fourteen years, or twenty 


year?, I may say, we have been press- 
ing this question upon the considera- 
tion of Congress, and whenever we 
bavo pressed the question of construe 
t.ion Congress always says: "We do 
not know enough about it. Let us in- 
vestigate more. We will deny you 
halt a million or a million dollars 
which you ask for construction and we 
will give you $100,000 for investigation."

nearly $1,800,000, and I venture to say 
that double or Ireblo that amount 
would have ucoomplishad all the stor- 
age that will he necessary in Nevada 
for the next thirty years.

acres. The rest are high mountain 
lands and pastoral lands, which oan 
never be irrigated, because there will 
be no water available.

It is trua the wealth 
created there will amount to billions 
and it will be worth billions, and the 
arid country will h<ive a population of 
from seventy-five to a hundred million 
of people within the next hundred 
years.

Now, the purpose of the irrigation 


movement is simply to enable the Go* 
eminent to bring these waters to i 
point where they may be available by 
private enterprise or by co-operation 
of the settlers for the reclamation o 
the arid lands. And with reference t 
that I will say the storage of wate 
costs on the average abont $5 per aore 
foot, and that if 2 acre-feet of wate 
are required for every acre ot theee 
75,000,000 acres it means 150,000,000 
acre-feet; so that, assuming all the 
water for these 76,000,000 acrea were 
stored water, It would coaj $750,000,- 
000, or $7,500,000 annually for a period 
of one bandied years; but this water 
would not all be stored water.

midnight passed by a vote ot 45 to 27 the Spooner 
amendment to the Army bill, which gives the Pres- 
ident power to control affairs in the Philippines.
